1 . For purposes of this Agreehit nt, "persons"' are current or former Government 
officials, employees (including contractors), or military personnel or nationals of 
one Party. 



2. Persons of one Party present n the territory of the other shall not, absent the 
express consent of the first Party. ,

Court for any purpose, or

country* or expelled to a third country, for the purpose of surrender to or 
transfer to the International ( criminal Court. 



3 . When the Government of the United States. of America extradites, surrenders, 
or otherwise transfers a person of fhe Union of Comoros to a third country, the 
Government of the United States of America will not agree to the surrenderor 
transfer of that person to the International Criminal Court by the third country, 
absent the express consent of the Government of the Union of Comoros.

5. This Agreement shall enter mtb force upon signature by both Part^ It shall 
remain in force until one year after the date oh which one Party notifies the other 
of its intent to terminate this Agn ;ement. The provisions of this Agreement shall 
continue to apply with respect to any act occurring, or any allegation arising, 
before the effective date of termination. . 

Done in the Union of Comoros, 1 hi -duplicate, this 30th day of June; 2004, in the 
French and English languages, fin case of differences of interpretation, the 
English language text shall prevail.
